ment in the steel industry was 6 
per cent lower in September than 
it was in August and nearly 10 per 


cent below that xf September, 1933, 
the American iron & Steel Insti- 
tute reported yesterday. fPayrolls 
also declined. 

The number of employes on hour- 
ly, piece work or tonnage wages 
during September was 343,064, as 
compared with (364,583 in August 
and 380,271 in September, 1933.

His Support of Sinclair.

NEW YORK, Oct. 27.—George 
Creel, Woodrow Wilson’s war-time 
publicity diseetér, ind 
candidate for the Democratic nom- 
ination for Governor of California, 
in a letter made public yesterday, 
withdrew his support of Upton Sin- 
the nominee. He charged 
Sinclair had 'eviated from an 
agreed modification of his EPIC 
plan. 

The text of Creel’s letter: 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 18, 1934. 
“Honorable Upton Sinclair, 

“Pasadena, Cal. 

“My Dear Sinclair: 

“I had hoped to be back here by 
Oct. 20, but various magazine jobs 
may keep me East until Nov. 1. 
After eight months of unpaid pub- 
lic service, followed by the primary 
campaign, I cannot afford to dis- 
regard employment. As a conse- 
quence I am compelled to write you 
about importances I would prefer 
discussing face to face. 

“Quite frankly, ‘immediate EPIC,’ 
announced by you as the final 
statement of your plan, seems to 
me to be at utter variance with our 
understandings. 

“As you will remember, in our 
various conversations between pri- 
mary day and the election, I stated 
my inability to stomach Merriam 
and , his medieval owners and 
stressed a desire to support you. I 
had, however, attacked major fea- 
tures of your EPIC plan throughout 
my campaign, not merely to create 
a distinction between our candi- 
dacies, but because I believe them 
to be absolutely unrealizable, bound 
to betray hope and leading in- 
evitably to a tragedy of disappoint- 
ment. 

Reviews Early Understandings. 

“Unless, therefore we could reach 
agreement on a platform that would 
be the last word in progressivism, 
yet demonstrably workable, I made 
it plain that common honesty and 
a decent regard for my own self- 
respect would bar me from going 
before Californians in advocacy of 
your election. 

“No less than you I had stood 
whole-heartedly for a State income 
tax, increased inheritance taxes and 
adequate taxes on personal prop- 
erty and intangibles, feeling that 
wealth must be forced to bear its 
just share of the tax burden.

AUSTRIAN POLITICAL 
TENSION INCREASING 


Cabinet's New Tax Regulation 
Scheme Adds to Troubles 
of Government. 


By the Associated Press. 

VIENNA, Oct. 27.—Travelers ar- 
riving from Wiener Neustadt in 
Lower Austria said today Heimwehr 
forces stationed there in a surprise 
attack yesterday afternoon occu- 
pied police barracks and imprisoned 
police officials. The Federal army 
was called out and authorities suc- 
ceeded in recapturing the barracks 
All Heim- 
wehr troops participating in the 
raid were arrested. 

Inquiries to the Wiener Neustadt 
gendarmerie headquarters failed to 
elicit details from officials who re- 
ferred all questions to the Aus- 
trian Government’s official news 
agency which, however, failed to 
report a raid.

VIENNA, Oct. 27.—Political ten- 
sion throughout Austria increased 
last night as the Government pro- 
claimed new legislation regulating 
taxation rights of the Federal, pro- 
vincial and municipal governments. 

Already facing renewed activity

Pacfiic says its streamlined M-10001 
was 14 hours and $220 better than 
a steam-propelled train on _ its 
3300-mile coast-to-coast run. 

Estimating the advantage of the 
M-10001’s Diesel engines over @ 
coal-burning locomotive, officers 
contrasted the $80 oil bill with’ an 
estimated $300 coal bill.

Results of previous elections are 
of little value in forecasting the 
vote a week from Tuesday, if any- 
one has the temerity to try a pre- 
diction in this unique and unortho- 
dox situation. 

The following figures, which 
show an unknown quantity of more 
than 1,500,000 votes, are presented 
for what they are worth: 

The latest registration figures 
show a total of 3,141,000 potential 
voters, but, as there are court pro- 
ceedings charging fraudulent reg- 
istrations, it is safer to take the 
primary registration of 3,030,476, 
which does not include the Com- 
munists, Socialists, Prohibitionists 
and other parties who number their 
votes in thousands. 

The Unknown Voters. 


Of the 3,030,476 registrants, 1,418,- 
826 were Republicans, 1,494,111 were 
Democrats and 117,539 declined to 
state their affiliations. 

Of this number only slightly more 
than half, 1,760.324 voted in the 
Democratic and Republican pri- 
maries, leaving a total of 1,270,152 
whose choices are unknown. 

The present campaign is much 
hotter than the primary, and, at a 
conservative estimate, half of these 
non-primary voters will vote in the 
election. In that classification there 
are 635,076 undetermined voters. 

The eight Democratic aspirants 
other than Sinclair and including 
Creel, polled a total of 407,983 votes. 
In an orthodox election a large ma- 
jority of them would vote for the 
Democratic nominee—in this case, 
Sinclair. But this is not an ortho- 
dox election and the eight defeated 
aspirants have announced individ- 
ually for Sinclair, Merriam or 
Haight, or like Creel, as yet for no 
one. In that classification there 
are 407,983 unknown votes. 

The Republican primary was al- 
most as bitter as the Democratic. 
Former Gov. Young received 231,- 
431 votes; John R. Quinn, chair- 
man of the Los Angeles Board of

Taken From Brewton (Ala.) Jail. 

Neal had been taken from the 
jail at Brewton, Ala., early yester- 
day and held captive near here, 
while word was spread for “all 
white folks” to come and see the 
lynching. During the early part of 
the night, several thousand people 
gathered at Greenwood. The crowd 
was so large that its leaders de- 
cided not to kill the Negro imme- 
diately. The mob then began to 
break up. While hundreds of per- 
sons lingered at the Cannidy home 
for the Negro to be brought there, 
however, others slipped him into 
the woods and killed him. 

The father of the murdered 
woman wept at every mention of 
his daughter. 

“They done me wrong about the 
killing,” he said as he wept. “They 
promised me they would bring him 
up to my house before they killed 
him and let me have the first shot, 
That's what I wanted.” 

No officers were identified in the 
crowd. Earlier J.’ P. Newell, exe- 
cutive secretary to Governor Dave 
Sholtz, had called Sheriff Cham- 
bliss, who declared he believed 
he was capable of taking care of 
any situation that might arise. The 
Governor authorized the calling out 
of the National Guard if officers 
thought such a move necessary af- 
ter the Florida Council of the As- 
sociation of Southern Women for 
the prevention of lynching and the 
National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People ap- 
pealed for troops. 

Political Speeches to Crowd. 

The crowd swelled until in late 
afternoon several thousand persons 
were present. Political leaders ad- 
dressed the crowd to keep it quiet, 
and the “Lynch Committee of Six” 
members of which said they repre- 
sented the mob, declared the Negro 
would be taken to the Cannidy 
home for the family to do with as 
it wished before he would be 
lynched at a pigpen a half mile 
away where the body of the woman 
was found. 

The mob that seized the Negro 
appeared suddenly at the Brewton 
jail early yesterday. It traveled in 
automobiles bearing Florida license 
tags and covered the officer in 
charge with guns, demanding the 
Negro, who, Sheriff G. 8. Byrne 
said, had confessed he attacked and 
killed the girl. 

Byrne said his officers had no 
chance against the mob. The mob 
left Alabama for Florida and soon 
the word spread there would be a 
lynching at the scene of the crime,

MUNICIPAL BRIDGE ASSESSMENT 


St* Clair County Body Approves 
$3,000,000 Figure; City 
Will Appeal. ; 

An assessed valuation of $3,000,- 
000, for taxation purposes, on the 
eastern end of the Municipal 
Bridge, fixed by the St. Clair 
County Board of Assessors, was ap- 
proved yesterday by the County 
Board of Review. The city, which 
has argued that the levy should 
not exceed $1,000,000, has protest- 
ed, and will appeal to the St. Clair 
County Court, which last year re- 
duced the assessment for 1933 to 
$1,000,000. 

The Board of Review also ap- 
proved yesterday a levy of $2,000,- 
000 on the Illinois end of Eads 
Bridge, owned by the St. Louis 
Bridge Co., which is controlled by 
the Terminal Railroad. The com- 
pany and county officials agreed on 
this figure, county authorities an- 
nounced, following a decision by 
the Supreme Court of Illinois hold- 
ing that $1,800,000 was a proper 
valuation for last year. The com- 
pany had appealed the 1933 assess- 
ment, which had been fixed by the 
county at $3,150,000. 

A recent decision of the Board of 
Review to assess real estate mort- 
gages as personal property, for the 
first time, was abandoned yester- 
day. The board said tinle for 
action was too short, but that the 
policy would be adopted next year.

Evidence Presented to 
Show Concern Which 
Failed Paid Insull $252,- 
547 in Dividends.

CHICAGO, Oct. 27.—The Govern- 
ment introduced charts at the In- 
sull trial today which, its attorneys 
said, showed the Corporation Secur- 
ities Co. was a losing concern from 
the start. 


Defense Attorney Floyd E. 
Thompson objected to testimony 
along this line which came from 
Harold Huling, Assistant United 
States Attorney, who directed the 
Government accountants investigat- 
ing the collapse of Insull’s financial 
concerns. Samuel Insull and 16 
others are charged with using the 
mails to defraud. 

One of the charts contained an 
item, “Syndicate Loss.” Attorney 
Thompson objected to use of the 
word “syndicate,” then to the use of 
the word “loss.” Federal Judge 
James H. Wilkerson ruled against 
him, letting the chart go into evi- 
dence. 

Between the Government’s esti- 
mate of the earnings of the Corpo- 
ration Securities Co. and the com- 
pany’s public statement for 1930, 
there was a $41,000,000 discrepancy. 
The statement reported net income 
of $8,006,804. Huling, who formerly 
taught advanced accountancy in the 
University of Ohio, said his audit of 
the books showed a loss for the 
year of $49,889,264. 

Objection by Thompson. 

Defense Attorney Thompson 
arose. “The defendants can’t draw 
pictures to meet this,” he said. “We 
can't adopt a theory of accounting, 
we have to stand by the facts.” 

“Another reason why they can’t 
prepare opposing charts,” said Pros- 
ecutor Leslie E. Salter, “is that

Dividends to Insull. 

The Corporation Securities Co., in 
which investors lost $100,000,000, 
paid Samuel Insull $252,547 in cash 
dividends, 
yesterday. 

The Government produced evi- 
dence that Insull and other direct- 
ors voted one of the dividends on 
Nov. 2, 1931, of which $53,539 went 
to 11 of the men on trial. That 
was two and a half months after 
the corporation had become insol- 


vent, according to earlier. testi- 
mony by Goverrment accountants. 

This was regarded as having im- 
portant bearing on the civil suits 
which piled up against Insull at the 
time of his flight to Europe in 1932. 


GRAND OPERA IS EXPECTED 
TO HAVE SLIGHT DEFICIT 


Only “Lohengrin” and “Tosca” Fi- 
nancially Successful, Treas- 
urer Says. 

A slight deficit probably will re- 
sult from the grand opera season of 
eight performances which closed 
last night at the Opera House of the 
Municipal Auditorium, David L. 
Grey, treasurer of the Grand Opera 
Founders, said today. 

The exact figures will not be 
available until Monday or Tuesday, 
but it would “take an extreme cpti- 
mist to think of a profit,” Grey de- 
clared. He said “Lohengrin,” given 
last Saturday, and “Tosca,” present- 
ed last Monday, were financial suc- 
cesses. 

A surplus of $273.20 resulted from 
the five dedicatory performances at 
the Opera House last spring. The 
committee was at that time unable 
to pay Director Guy Golterman for 
his services. Asked if Golterman 
would be paid this season, Crey 
said: “Perhaps eight or ten of us 
will get together and make up scme 
sort of contribution for Mr. Golter- 
man for his splendid work.”

NEGRO SERVANT, DEAD 


Who Observed City’s 
Lite 57. Years is 
Killed by Auto.

Bob Barbee didn’t bother about 
the Social Register. He knew the 
persons whose names appeared 
there. He knew whether their 
china was Haviland or domestic; 
whether the silver was Sterling or 
plate; “whether they, themselves, 
were “quality folks” or just names 
in the little black book. 

None attended so many St. Louis 
weddings or receptions as he; few 
can recall the brilliant social 
events of the remote past which he 
spoke of familiarly. 


His death Wednesday night was. 


recorded only in a brief police re- 
port and a single newspaper para- 
graph concluding an account of 
those killed by automobiles during 
the Wednesday evening rainstorm: 

“Nelson Barbee, 72, a Negro, 4224 
Easton avenue, also died at City 
Hospital No. 2 at 11:50 p. m. of 
injuries suffered three hours earlier 
when struck by an automobile in 
the 4200W block of Easton avenue.” 

Said to Be at Least 85. 

Perhaps Barbee’s friends didn't 
realize that it was he. Nelson was 
his name but to them he always had 
been Bob. The age, too, may have 
added to the deception. He proud- 
ly had maintained he was only 72 
or several years but those who 
knew him best said he was at least 


For 57 years he had watched the 
gyrations of St. Louis social circles. 
For a half century he had been an 
employe of the Dorr & Zeller Ca- 
tering Co., first as a caterer’s as- 
sistant and head waiter and later, 
when rheumatism stole away his 
nimbleness of foot and sureness of 
hand, as doorman. 

He spoke little of himself. He 
preferred to talk of others—those 
of prominence with whom he was 
acquainted—discreetly and circum- 
spectly. Life for him began with 
his coming to St. Louis from Ken- 
tucky in 1877 with Thomas E. Tutt, 
banker. He recalled in recent years 
little of his early life in Kentucky 
but, accepting his own statement 
of his age as 72, he doubtless was 
born a slave. 

At the death of Tutt, Barbee was 
employed by F. W. Spilker, then a 
caterer at 1216 Olive street. He re- 
called his trips to the mansion of 
Gen. Frost, Civil War leader, in 
preparation for the marriage of the 
General's daughter at their home 
at Eighteenth and Wash streets, 
then far out in the residential dis- 
trict. He served at the home of 
Gen. Sherman at the mansion at 
Garrison and Bell avenues. 

Served Theodore Roosevelt. 

Soon after he was employed by 
the late Lorenz E. Dorr, he took 
charge of his employer's own wed- 
ding reception. During the World's 
Fair in 1904 he took charge of re- 
ceptions and dinners given by the 
late David R. Francis, president of 
the fair. President Theodore Roose- 
velt and Mrs. Grover Cleveland 
were among those he served. 

In recent years, in white jacket 
or dinner coat, he greeted many 
debutantes by name as he had ad- 
dressed their grandmothers, when 
those modest, pompadoured young 
women, multi-petticoated and han- 
dicapped by lengthy skirts, alight- 
ed from barouches and victorias. 

His bald pate, ringed about by a 
fringe of gray, had the luster of 
polished ebony, his teeth gleamed 
like ivory, as he bowed low and 
smiled even on days when his rheu- 
matism pained. Of medium height 
and somewhat heavy, his appear- 
ance invariably was immaculate.

CAST BREWERY FIGHTS 
ACTION IN BANKRUPTCY 


Prepared to Prove That It Is 
Solvent, Vice President 
Declares. 


The Gast Brewery is prepared to 
prove that it is solvent, in resist- 
ing a bankruptcy action brought 
yesterday by four minority credit- 
ors, William Healy, vice-president 
of the company, said today. 

The four creditors, holding claims 


for services and supplies approx!i- 
mating $1150, dissented to a credit 
ogi payment plan and alleged that 

a trusteeship established this week 
to administer the plan constituted 
an act of bankruptcy. 

More than 75 per cent of credit- 
ors agreed to the brewery’s pay- 
ment proposal, it is shown in 4 
trust agreement filed last Tuesday 
‘with the Recorder of Deeds. A 
‘chattel mortgage, filed with the 
agreement, assigns the company’s 
physical assets to Fred W. Dry- 
brough of Louisville and I. F. Fos- 
sick of St. Louis, as trustees for 
creditors. 

Under the plan, the trustees will 
collect for creditors 75 cents on 
each barrel of beer sold until ext 
March 1. From that date to next 
Sept. 1 the creditors will receive 
$1.50 on each barrel. In addition, 
the company will turn over 75 per 
cent of its net profit to the trus- 
tees each quarter during the period. 

While declining to state the 
amount of lisbilities, Healy said 
book assets exceed debts. The 
brewery has a capacity of 125,909 
barrels of beer a year and nas 
shown a profit since operation be- 
gan eight months ago. Inadequate 
financing at the outset is responsi- 
ble for the situation, Healy stated.

“IT am not a member of any polit- 
ical party, nor do I bind myself to 
any political creed,” he said. He 
went to the meeting as a volunteer 
speaker—making his first campaign 
speech—in behalf of Anderson, who 
is still in St. Louis County Hospital 
with injuries suffered when his au- 
tomobile was deliberately forced off 
the road and wrecked in St. Louis 
County the night of Oct. 9. 


“Tried to Get Him Out of Way.” 

One outstanding fact, Prof. Nor- 
ton said, justifies every good citizen 
in voting for Anderson, the fact that 
“organized crime regards him as its. 
enemy and has tried to get him out 
of the way.” 

“Whether you as individuals are 
Republicans or Democrats, or like 
myself, members of no party,” Nor- 
ton said, “you all have one thing in 
common. You live in St. Louis 
County, and your lives and your 
property are endangered by the ex- 
istence and the operations of gangs- 
ters. You all know the character 
of these gangsters, and their activ- 
ities. They have not only defied 
the forces of the law, but have by 
threats and violence attempted to 
intimidate any who stand in their 
way. Because Mr. Anderson se- 
cured the conviction of one of these 
people, he now lies in the hospital. 
His injuries are as truly a public 
sacrifice as any wounds encoun- 
tered in the course of battle. 

“It is up to us, who live in this 
county, to take up this challenge 
which has been flung at us. It is 
for us to speak up, now, and de- 
clare that organized crime cannot 
run the government of the county. 
Anderson is a symbol. . . the per- 
sonal representation of the force 
of the law. As such he must have 
the undivided support of all who 
believe in law enforcement. A vote 
for Anderson is a blow against ter- 
rorism and violence, and in favor 
of order. Every vote against him, 
for whatever reason, is encourage- 
ment to hoodlums. 

Pictures Result of Defeat. 

“If St. Louis County voters per- 
mit Anderson to be defeatad, they 
have no complaint to make, if this 
county becomes the _ recognized 
harbor and refuge of the under- 
world, and the happy hunting 
ground of the professional crim- 
inal. 

“All of us who call ourselves good 
citizens, who have bemoaned the 
lack of opportunity to express our- 
selves by our votes, have a real op- 
portunity and a real duty to sup- 
port the re-election of C. Arthur 
Anderson.” 

Because Anderson will not be 
able to make a personal campaign 
for re-election, the campaign com- 
mittee of the Democratic County 
organization has arranged. that 
speakers for Anderson be given 
time at various rallies and cam- 
paign meetings.

Figures on Public Health. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
| HAVE just read, under the heading, 

“Concerning Vital Statistics,” a let- 
ter from the Deputy Registrar, Divi- 
sion of Health, stating that there were 
81 deaths from syphilis and seven. from 
gonorrhea in St. Louis in 1933. This 
Was in correction of your statement in 
an editorial, “A Great Public Health 
Problem,” printed Wednesday, that no 
deaths were officially reported in St. 
Louis last year as due to venereal 
disease. 

In support of the figures which were 
released from the office of the Missouri 
Social Hygiene Association, I am send- 
ing you a copy of the report which I 
received from the Vital Statistician last 
spring, when, as a practicing physician 
and executive secretary of the Missouri 
Social Hygiene Association, I asked for 
a copy of the report on vital statistics 
for 1933. As you see, syphilis and 
gonorrhea are not mentioned. 

The point of the data sent in, how- 
ever, is that even though 81 deaths from 
syphilis and seven from gonorrhea were 
reported, the figures would be much 
higher if all deaths really due to these 
diseases were reported as such.

THE BONUS ISSUE AGAIN. 

The American Legion, shortly before adjournment 
of its national convention at Miami, went on record 
\for immediate cash payment of the bonus, by a vote 
of 987 to 183. This issue thus is again thrust into the 
spotlight, and we may expect to see much made of 
it in the congressional campaigns and at the forth- 
coming session of Congress. The votes of ex-soldiers, 
of course, exercise a powerful attraction for can- 
didates and members of Congress. The Legion’s ac- 
tion will make the bonus proposal more alluring than 
before to ambitious politicians. 

President Roosevelt’ last year stated in unmistak- 
able terms his opposition to immediate payment, in 
a letter to the late Speaker Rainey. He has not 
reiterated the sentiment recently, though he did 
make two indirect allusions in his address last Fri- 
day, at the dedication of a new veterans’ hospital at 
Roanoke, Va. He said: “Disabled and sick veterans 
shall be accorded the best treatment which medical 
and surgical science can supply,” and added: “The 
veterans of the World War, today in the prime of 
life, are better off from the point of view of employ- 
ment and of annual income than the average of any 
other great group of our citizens.” 

In his speech before the Legion convention, Sena- 
tor Steiwer of Oregon showed it is one thing for 
the Legion to stand for compensation to disabled 
veterans, and quite another to advocate a policy of 
financial benefit to thousands of veterans who are 
not in need of assistance. All veterans, regardless 
of need, were made eligible to receive the bonus. 

The bonus, or adjusted compensation, certificates 
were issued under authority of a law passed in 1924, 
over President Coolidge’s veto, after a similar piece 
of legislation failed to pass over President Harding’s 
veto. The average face value of the certificates ap- 
proximates $1000. They are in the form of 20-year 
endowment policies, maturing in 1945. The theory of 
the bonus was to compensate service men, at least 
in part, for the differences between service pay and 
what they would have received in wages and salaries 
if they had remained in civil life. In the aggregate, 
the cost to the taxpayers of this legislation is more 
than three billion dollars. 

It should be emphasized that the bonus is entirely 
separate from all the payments that have been made 
for injuries or disabilities sustained in the service, 
for disabilities presumed to have been sustained in 
the service, for outright pensions, for vocational re- 
habilitation, for hospitalization and for all other 
charges—all of which, when Mr. Roosevelt took of- 
fice, were costing the taxpayers about one billion dol- 
lars a year. 

The veterans, in 1924, were content with their 20- 
year certificates, but the ease with which Congress 
was induced to pass “liberal” service legislation 
caused them to change their minds. As a concession 
to the mounting movement for immediate payment, 
Congress, in 1931, passed over President Hoover's 
veto a bill to make it possible for veterans to borrow 
50 per cent of the face value of the certificates. Most 
veterans took advantage of this law, which provided 
for a low rate of interest. But instead of quieting 
the demand for immediate payment of the certifi- 
cates, the new law aggravated it, since, if the loans 
were not paid back, the interest charges would create 
a large hole in the remaining 50 per cent due in 
1945. The demand was intensified, too, by economic 
conditions during the depression. 

Of late, the agitation for immediate payment has 
been associated with a proposal for outright infla- 
tion. Immediate payment of the bonus in full by 
currency inflation amounting to $2,300,000,000 was 
provided for in a bill which passed the House of Rep- 
resentatives June 15, 1932, by a vote of 211 to 176. 
It was defeated in the Senate two days later by a 
vote of 62 to 18. 

Similar efforts were made in the last Congress. 
The Senate rejected one plan to use the profit from 
devaluation of the dollar for payment of the bonus, 
and another scheme for payment in inflated curren- 
cy. The President announced he would veto the lat- 
ter bill if sent to him by Congress. March 12, the 
House passed the Patman bill to pay the bonus by 
a currency issue of $2,400,000,000, by a vote of 295 
to 125. This was reported unfavorably by the Senate 
Finance Committee, but revived as an amendment to 
the silver bill. It was defeated June 11, by a vote of 
51 to 31. 

Mr, Roosevelt, in his opposition to immediate pay- 
ment of the bonus, follows the example of Presidents 
Harding, Coolidge and Hoover. But, despite the oppo- 
sition from the White House, the bonus issue ‘re- 
mains acute. It will cause another fierce struggle in 
the coming Congress. History has shown how diffi- 
cult it always is to keep Congress in line when 
veteran-voters are clamoring for benefits. 
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WHERE AMERICA TRIUMPHED. 

The British won the great air race to Australia, 
but their victory was a feat of skill and daring upon 
the part of a pair of stout-hearted aviators. It is no 
reflection upon their achievement to point out that a 
triumph of more lasting significance was that of the 
American-built plane driven by a Dutch crew. 

This was a Douglas airliner of the stock type 
flying regularly across the United States, on 
the Transcontinental & Western Airline. Built at 
Santa Monica, Cal., and powered by two Wright Cy- 
clone 750-horsepower engines, the Douglas carried a

30,000 pieces of mail. Built to carry 14 passengers, it 
will shortly be placed in service on the 9025-mile 
Amsterdam-Batavia service. The winner of the race 
was a bullet-like DeHaviland Comet, whose perform- 
ance lacked the commercial value of that given by 
the two American-built planes in the race, the one a 
Douglas and the other a Boeing plane manufactured’ 
at Seattle and equipped with twin H-Wasp engines 
of the type used by United Airlines since May, 1933. 
The fact that the Dutch line has ordered 10 more 
of the Douglas airliners since the race is indicative 
of what the fine showing of the American planes 
means to commerce. The engines of the foreign 
planes did not prove as dependable as the American 
engines. Even the winning British plane went into 
Melbourne with one of its engines dead. The appear- 
ance of the Douglas plane, which had no trouble 
with its engines, and from which the crew and pas- 
sengers stepped as from a Pullman coach, immensely 
impressed students of aviation everywhere. The 
Dutch flyers lost their way and landed in the wrong 
place, but that was not the fault of the airliner in 
which they made the flight. 

It is interesting to know that, great as the flight 
to Australia was, it was, in distance, only two round 
trips across the United States for the TWA planes 
which fly every day at as great speeds as those made

American Airways is almost as fast. None of the 
planes equipped with American engines was forced 
out of the race by engine trouble, whereas the Brit- 
lish planes had constant engine trouble, and one of 
the DeHavilands was forced out of the race for this 
reason. 

The performance of the American planes, although 
they lost the race, was far more prophetic than the 
flight of the British plane which won it. 
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THE FARLEY LETTER. 

The Farley letter has plunged the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration into the California row. Addressed to a 
party worker, it ringingly indorsed the Hon. Upton 
Sinclair. His election, it said, will mean “a combina- 
tion of leaders in Washington and Sacramento who 
can co-operate in the best interests of the people of the 
State and of the nation.” Enthusiasm couldn’t go 
farther west than that. That’s crossing the Rubicon, 
isn’t it? That’s alea jacta est. That’s laying it on 
about as thick as the trowel of approval can spread 
it. To official Washington, this epistolary viand looks 
like a spinach salad with castor oil dressing. 

Who wrote the letter? First, it was charged to a 
clerical inadvertence. Subsequent explanation, more 
specific, introduced the familiar scapegoat—“a blonde 
stenographer.” The communication, however, is said 
to be in the Farley style. There is the Farley signa- 
ture, though whether stamp or John Hancock is left 
open. Finally, there is a postscript, in longhand, 
that looks like Mr. Farley’s handwriting. And Mr. 
Farley has not disavowed the authorship of the fate- 
ful document. 

The affair is, of course, embarrassing to the ad- 
ministration, but it is an embarrassment of its own 
making. Mr. Farley is, first of all, a politician. Any- 
thing else on his agenda is an avocation, including 
the office of Postmaster-General. He is chairman of 
the National Democratic Committee. He is also 
chairman of the State Democratic Committee of 
New York. He is actively and diligently on both jobs. 
That is quite all right. But it is highly undesirable 
as a matter of public policy to mix partisan political 
leadership with public service as important as that 
entrusted to Mr. Farley. 

Propriety, we believe, requires Mr. Farley to choose 
between party office and public office, as lesser lights 
in the administration, under spurring by the Presi- 
dent, have had to do. 
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IT TAKES CRUST. 

It takes crust sometimes to ask for the people’s 
money to relieve private business, but that did not 
abash the Litchfield & Madison Railroad, subsidiary 
of the Utilities Power & Light Corporation, which 
also owns the Laclede Gas Light Co. of St. Louis. 

The Litchfield & Madison recently applied to the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation for a loan of 
$883,575 with which to pay off the bond issue matur- 
ing next Thursday. Why? Because it had not been 
able to make profits? Not at all. In the seven-year 
period from 1926 to 1933, the road paid out in div- 
idends to common stockholders $1,405,000. This was 
in addition to the regular 4 per cent dividend paid 
on the preferred stock. In 1931 and 1932, the road 
paid 20 per cent on the common stock. In 1930, it 
declared a 60 per cent dividend..In 1929, it paid a 
dividend of 128 per cent on the common stock. 

It was a solemn moment when the railroad ap- 
peared before the Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion to borrow money to meet its capital debt. The 
Government lending body wanted to know why the 
railroad had not applied all those earnings to its in- 
debtedness instead of diverting them to swollen div- 
idends. (Great hush in court and stage business of 
trying to think of something to say.)

NORBECK. 
After five years of drouth, the situation in North 
Dakota is comparable to that of Egypt in the time 
of the plagues. The very cattle have had to be re- 
moved from the State. The lakes are dry. Every 
time the wind blows, the fertile dust of North Dakota 
is carried away in clouds to points as far away as 
the Alleghenies. 
Perhaps it is this disparity between life in North 
Dakota and life in some of the more favored regions 
that accounts for the growing fame of Peter Norbeck. 
Norbeck is a United States Senator from North Da- 
kota. It was Mr. Hoover who inspired the investi- 
gation of Wall Street at a time when the bears (as 
he. said) were imperiling the recovery which he 
sought to bring about after the great collapse of Oc- 
tober, 1929; but it was Senator Norbeck who carried 
the investigation out of the political field, in which 
it had been conceived. Norbeck made it an investi- 
gation into all the practices of Wall Street, and ex- 
cept for him, there would be no law regulating the 
stock exchanges. 
At a time when men in both parties were begging 
the Senate Banking and Currency Committee to de- 
sist, Norbeck pushed the inquiry into fields of which 
Mr. Hoover had never dreamed. He made it in the 
end a powerful weapon for reform. Congress may 
from time to time alter the stock exchange law, but 
it is not likely we shall again see such outrages as 
those which characterized the great bull market of 
the 1920s. 
Credit is due Senator Fletcher of Florida as chair- 
man of the Senate committee. But it was Norbeck, 
his soul bitten by the bitterness of life in North Da- 
kota, who led the way. To see anything clearly, we 
must enjoy perspective, and Norbeck’s 
was perfect.

The number of authentic city-county con- 
solidations has been and still remains very 
small. The mere fact that a city and a 
county government each operates in identi- 
cal territory does not constitute consolida- 
tion of city and county government. Con-. 
solidation cannot be said to exist unless one 
“legislative” body and one set of administra: 
tive officers perform without duplication the 
functions of both city and county govern- 
ment. 

The outstanding examples of separation 
are San Francisco and St. Louis. There are 
serious difficulties entailed by separation 
They can be illustrated from the experience 
of St. Louis. The boundary of the present 
city-county known as the City of St. Louis 
was drawn in 1876 so as to leave within its 
limits what was then regarded as a suffi- 
cient margin for the growth of population. 
This margin has long since been exhausted, 
but the boundary line, in spite of several vig. 
orous attempts to change it, has remained 
fixed. 

In our legal system, the normal processes 
of annexation do not ordinarily operate 
across county boundaries, so that the ar- 
rangements of 1876 have actually operated 
to hamper seriously the normal growth of 
St. Louis. Some of the most serious of those 
problems which are usually described as 
“metropolitan” exist, as a result, in the St 
Louis area. For at the same time that St 
Louis’ growth has been hindered, the devel- 
opment of highways and other modern fa- 
cilities in the outlying portions of the old 
county has been held back because the 
wealth of St. Louis has not been taxable to 
provide them. 


C ITY-COUNTY consolidation is a subject

The most recent consolidation project 
which has come to our attention, a consti- 
tutional amendment to be voted upon hy 
the people of Florida at the coming State 
election, gives the Legislature power to “es- 
tablish, alter or abolish a municipal corvo- 
ration to be known as the City of Jackson- 
ville extending throughout the present limits 
of Duval County in place of any or all 
county, district, municipal and local govern- 
ments....” This is a recognition of the 
fact that the city needs the surrounding 
territory not only for expansion but for the 
purpose of encouraging and controlling the 
development of governmental services 
therein. 

The conception of the city has changed. 
We no longer think of a city as a compactly 
built-up area with a heavy population per 
acre. The modern city is a region with 
one or more urban centers and a whole 
galaxy of industrial and residential satel- 
lites. The increased mobility of man nas 
made necessary a broader conception of the 
city, including adequate recreationa! and ag- 
ricultural areas interspersed among the more 
intensive settlements along the main lines of 
transportation. 

The size of metropolitan areas, running 
to the county limits and sometimes beyond, 
and the great diversity of character and in- | 


terest among the existing units of govern- 
ment within each area, have brought it to 
pass that several of the more striking re- 
cent proposals for city-county consolidation 
have been upon the so-called federated pat- 
tern. Such proposals have been forcibly 
urged in Pittsburgh, Boston, St. Louis, Los 
Angeles, the communities on the eastern 
side of San Francisco Bay and several] other 
situations. 

These proposals call for retaining in ex- 
istence the present units of government for 
some purposes, with a central consolidated 
city and county government over all. It ‘s 
impossible to predict for, consolidations of 
this type results in the way of economy. 
They retain too much government overhead 
for that. They do, however, provide recog. 
nition for rights and interests of existing 
population groups, and have been conside-ed 
more feasible from the point of view of pla- 
cating the spirit of local patriotism. This 
spirit, however, has nowhere been suf. 
ficiently placated to secuge their adoption, 
though the prospects tof success in the 
Pittsburgh area now seem excellent. 

* * * 


These federated consolidations are, of 
course, something short of complete. In «# 
sense, they amount to littlé more than an 
dowing the present county government with 
additional powers and a more modern ad- 
ministrative set-up. It is now coming to ne 
believed that if county government can be 
reformed so that the public would feel some 
confidence in seeing new functions assigned 
to it, those metropolitan problems that are 
most pressing could be solved without revo- 
lutionary changes in govérnmental structure 
by simply transferring the responsibility for 
their solution from the city and other local 
units to the county. 

An extension of the powers of counties 
and other units to contract with one another 
for certain services would also greatly fa- 
cilitate this process. So long as county gov- 
ernment remains an archaic monstrosity, 
however, no development along these lines 
can be expected. 


THE SURPRISE ALIBI.

HATEVER legal defense may be pro- 

duced at the trial of Bruno Richard 
Hauptmann, when he is tried on charges of 
kidnaping the Lindbergh baby, a “surprise 
alibi” will not figure in the proceedings. 
New Jersey recently adopted a law which 
requires that, whenever an alibi is to be 
used, that fact be made known to the prose- 
eution before opening of the trial, together 
with all data concerning witnesses and 
places. Similar “alibi defense” laws exist 
in three other states. 

It is well known that criminals have occa- 
sionally been released by juries on alibis 
which could have been shown unfounded 
if the prosecution had had foreknowledge 
that they were to be used. Coming as a 
surprise at the close of a trial, when check- 
ing was impossible, the prosecution was 
helpless. Successful use of such alibis, 
cooked up in the underworld, is impossible 
under the new alibi statutes. The statutes 
have proved their worth wherever tried, 
and in at least one state the Supreme Court 
has upheld their constitutionality.

AN EXPERT on MARRIAGE | 


By Marguerite Martyn 


R. RACHELLE S. YARROS 
D shatters many traditions cher- 

ished by other reformers in 
the domestic sphere. She believes 
in free and easy divorce; that di- 
vorce should be granted on the pe- 
tition of one party to the marriage 
contract whether the case is de- 
fended or not. She believes no so- 
cial stigma should attach to di- 
vorce. She is head of the Illinois 
Birth Control clinics and therefore 
is most active in disseminating 
not only propaganda but actual in- 
struction in birth control. She be- 
lieves in early marriages and that 
common law marriages should be 
legal. She believes that women, 
married or not, should support 
themselves. She believes there can- 
not be too much sex education and 
that it should begin at the early 
age of 6. She believes there is a 
new and improved attitude toward 
sex» and that modern young people 
are more idealistic than their fore- 
bears. But when she explains her 
beliefs, Dr. Yarros becomes not so 
much the iconoclast as the staunch 
supporter of our monogamistic sys- 
tem of marriage and the earnest 
worker in the field of making fam- 
ily life happier. 

“My conviction is that marriage 
and the family have served human- 
ity well and have constituted one 
of the principal conditions of social 
and moral progress,” she says with- 
out qualification in her book, “Mod- 
ern Woman and Sex,” which is ded- 
icated to her husband, Victor Yar- 
ros, and her adopted daughter. 
For 40 years Dr. Yarros has prac- 
ticed medicine in Chicago, many 
years as an obstetrician but of late 
devoting most of her attention to 
social hygiene clinics, pre-marital 
consultation and other social as- 
pects of medicine. She is in St. 
Louis to address the Social Hy- 
giene Institute in session at the 
Medical Society building today. 

A slight, exquisitely clad little 
figure in black velvet, pear] trim- 
med dinner gown, she tripped into 
the living room of Mrs. Ira Bretz- 
felder, 7001 Washington boulevard, 
where she is a guest, her fresh rosy 
complexion.and youthful animation 
and enthusiasm discounting the 
gray hair and years of social serv- 
ice for which she is widely known. 
“T am opposed to free love as 
preached by some of my radical

There are more things 
wrong with “marriage now than 
ever before. People marry later 
and divorce rates are higher. When 
I say early, I mean 20 or 22. I 
don’t mean marriage for flighty 
boys and girls. I don’t call infatua- 
tion, love. I don’t mean hasty and 
careless marriage, though they are 
better than irregular sex relations. 
Marriage should be soberly consid- 
ered. But I believe young people 
nowadays approach marriage more 
intelligently and frankly. 

“There is a new and more en- 
lightened attitude toward sex. Hun- 
dreds of them come to me for pre-

marital advice. I think they are 
more idealistic than past genera- 
tions. Marriage used to be so much 
a property consideration, now they 
talk of love as the principal consid- 
eration. Where there is more free- 
dom and more understanding mar- 
riages last longer. The young ones 
may not have good judgment at 
first and may suffer many trials, 
but, on the other hand, it is easier 
to adjust themselves to conditions 
and to each other than when they 
are older.”

“You cannot keep educated wom- 
en in subjection,” she declared. 
“No intelligent woman who is 
trained for a job and is independent 
wants to give these things up when 
she marries, or she should not want 
to.

Foreigners always ask, why it is 
our women are sO much more cul- 
tured than our men. It is because 
men, with their noses to the grind- 
stone, have not had time to devel- 
op their talents. 

“A wholesome amount of individ- 
uvalism is introduced into the home 
where man and wife have separate 
careers and occupations. They are 
better companions. There is no 
sense in a wife occupying herself 
entirely with the household, not 
even with children when they come. 
No woman enjoying fairly good 
health is crippled economically by 
the bearing and rearing of two or 
three children, especially if the 
children are properly spaced and 
she has scientific care. Well-to-do, 
intelligent mothers entrust their 
children to trained teachers and 
nurses. What is possible to these 
should be possible, under a just 
and efficient economic system, to 
all. Soviet Russia is setting an ex- 
ample to all other countries in the 
matter of care and protection of 
mothers and young children. This 
talk of sending women back to the 
home and giving their jobs to men 
is all wrong. In Russia_ today, 
where one job is sought by a man 
and a woman, they give it to the 
woman on the ground that the inan 
is better able to fend for himself.” 

The fight for more liberalized 
birth control laws is not over, said 
Dr. Yarros, but the problem now 
is not more general dissemination 
of information on the subject. It 
is too general. The demand of the 
crusaders now is that such informa- 
tion shall be given only by physi- 
cians scientifically trained and 
from the psychological as well as 
biological angles and that doctors 
be enlisted into co-operation in the 
cause.

Glycogen Lack 


A Warm Milk Drink Has 
Been Found One Way to 
Relieve the Fatigue.

OU feel it, and the industrial 
Y engineer can record it statisti- 

cally. I mean that last hour 
slump in the afternoon work. You 
may not be conscious of it, but 
usually you are. You look at the 
clock a little oftener. You think of 
a few things that you can do to- 
morrow morning instead of this aft- 
ernoon—a perfectly natural and sen- 
sible thing, because probably you 
will be better able to do them in 


the morning than during the last 
hour. 


The industrial engineer has recog- 
nized, over and over again, that in 
the last hour or two of the working 
day there is a marked falling off 
of the worker output. It varies a 
little with the type of work, but is 
practically a universal occurrence. 


Dr. Donald A. Laird, director of 
the psychological laboratory at Col- 
gate university, who has contributed 
so many things to our knowledge of 
ordinary, everyday living, suggests 
a way to prevent it. He does not 
believe that of the many explana- 
tions which have been advanced to

the blood as by-products of the 
utilization of blood sugar, or gly- 
cogen, due to muscular __ action, 
might be a cause, as also might be 
depletion of the available glycogen 
for use by the muscles. The primary 
fuel used by the muscles is carbohy- 
drates.

converted into glycogen. 


What more natural, then, that in- 
gestion of something which can be 
quickly converted into glycogen and 
will restore the balance, would pre- 
vent the last hour slump? 


A warm milk drink fulfills ll 
these requirements. Milk sugar is 
rapidly converted into glycogen, and 
when the milk drink is reinforced 
with some maltose, which is one of 
the quickest sugars to leave the 
stomach and also quickly becomes 
glycogen, it is even better. 


The value of this was tested out 
in a group of girls working in the s 
laboratory. One type of work was 
hand-addressing envelopes with a 
fountain pen from a printed list and 
the other was inserting in these 
envelopes two standard letter sheets 
and a return envelope. 


In addressing the envelopes there 
was 2.4 per cent more output the 
last half of the afternoon, when ua 
5S-minute rest separated the halves, 
but when a warm milk drink was 
also taken, the last half output was 
5.3 per cent greater. In the work of | p 
inserting sheets into the envelopes 
an even greater gain was obtained 
by the same means. h
